An Irish Statesman. 

With the death of the Marquis of Lans- 
downe, which took place at Newtown 
Anner, Clonmel, on last Friday, one of 
the few remaining links with Victorian 
statesmanship is snapped. This gifted 
Irishman, who was in his eighty-third 
year, hada remarkable record. At the early 
age of twenty-three he held a post in the 
Gladstone Government. Almost imme- 
diately after the Franco-Prussian War he 
was appointed Under-Secretary for War, 
and subsequently became Under-Secretary 
for. India. “Then he went to Canada as 
Governor, a post which he filled for five 
years, leaving Ottawa for India in 1888, 
to serve a like term of office as Viceroy. 
On his return to England he became 
Secretary of State for War under Lord 
Salisbury, and finally, in 1900, went to 
the Foreign Office. It was here that Lord 
Lansdowne was at his best.. Britain's 
international position after the Boer War 
was anything but satisfactory, and Lord 
Lansdowne was one of the first to realise 
the necessity for a break with her tradi- 
tional policy of ‘‘ splendid isolation.” He 
decided, therefore, to make friends not 
only on the Continent. of Europe, bat in 
the Far Fast. His inftuence, together 
with that of the late King Edward, was 
mainly responsible for the conclusion of 
the Entente Cordiale, and he worked with 
great skill for the alliance between Britain 
and Japan. These two arrangements with 
foreign Powers were the basis of Britain’s 


position in the world in-1914. They. led 


to the great alliance. against which 
Germany hurled her mighty legions in 
vain for more than four years. Without 
the work of Lord Lansdowne at the 
Foreign Office during those critical years 
at the beginning of the present century

A nervous tension 
has existed on the eastern coast of the 
Adriatic ever since the peace settlement. 
Of late tension has been intensified, and a 
dispute over what might have proved no 
more than a diplomatic misunderstanding 
was taken so seriously by the Belgrade 
Government that on Saturday the Yugo- 
Slav Legation ‘left -Albania, In the im- 
mediate quarrel only the two States are 
concerned, but it would be impossible to 
confine the dispute if it should take a more 
serious turn. Albania is but a little strip 
of country between the mountains and the 
sea, which, if it stood alone, would not be 
a thorn in greater Serbia’s side as it is 
to-day. What Yugo-Slavia fears is an 
Albania reduced to an Italian province and 
turned into an Italian military stronghold 
on the Balkan side of the sea. Economic

A majority 
supported the Treaty, the Republican 
minority made war against them and were 
decisively worsted. After their defeat the 
pro-Treaty Government appealed to the 
country and obtained a. satisfactory 
majority at the polls, which was converted 
by the abstention of the non-juring Re- 
publicans into a crushing majority in Par- 
liament. In the present -election the 
Treaty issue, though still present, may run 
some risk of being obscured by such pro- 
blems as the.language question, on which 
Labour and the Nationalists see eye to 
eye, while the Republicans would go at 
least as far as the present Government 
which makes Gaelic compulsory in the 
National Schools. On the economic policy, 
also, opinions are divided. Supporters of 
the Government in everything else, the 
Farmers’ Party are Free Traders, and the 
adverse trade balance which afflicts the 
Free State is ascribed im many-quarters to 
the imposition of. tariffs on British im- 
ports. Moreover, the fact that the Free 
State Government has been in power since 
the signature of the Treaty may tell 
against it. Its very virtues have raised up 
enemies, and even its friends at :times 
accuse it ofa certain arbitrariness, the 
natural consequence of the boycotting of 
the Ddil -by the Republicans and the ab- 
sence of any effective Parliamentary 
Opposition. 

These considerations make it difficult, 
as our Dublin Correspondent points out, 
to assess the prospects of fhe Government 
with any certainty. Moreover, under the 
} system of proportional representation 
which obtains in the Free State “the. free 
lance candidate has far better chances of 
‘success than he would enjoy in this 
country, and no party can foresee how the 
average voter will dispose of his third and 
fourth preferences. The elector who, after 
voting for his. party candidate or candi- 
dates, good-naturedly divides his remain- 
ing votes among two or three rival parties 
is a disturbing and incalculable factor. 
Still, the very activity of the Republicans, 
who have secured financial support in 
America for the election, is, or should be, 
an asset for the Government. The main 
contest is still between the supporters of 
the Treaty and its opponents; between 
candidates who, if elected, will not take 
their .seats, and candidates who will at 
least -pretend* to watch the’ ánterésta of 
their constituents; and. a recognition of 
this will probably keep the main issue from 
being entirely darkened by subsidiary 
problems. None of the minor parties, how- 
ever successful they may prove, will be 
strong enoúgh to form a Government ; and 
the intelligent citizens of the Free State, 
if critical of some features in the policy 
of the present Administration, havé no 
desire to see its place taken by the Re- 
publican Party, which has for its chief 
monument the Free State National Debt, 
which has deprived itself of administrative 
experience, and which, ‘both by its history 
and .by its programme, is, and must 
remain, incapable of achieving Irish

Anner, Clonmel, the home of his daughter, 
Lady Osborne Beauclerk. 

Lord Lansdowne, who waé in his eighty- 
third year, left his London house on the 
previous Wednesday, and arrived at 
Clonmel on Thursday morning. He 
intended to spend a few days at Newtown 
Anner and then proceed to his Irish seat 
Derreen, County Kerry. 

His lordship crossed by the Fishguard 
and Rosslare route, and the first symptoms 
of illness manifested themselves duriny 
the journey from the Irish port to 
Clonmel. On. arrival at Newtown Anner 
his condition was worse and caused mucn 
anxiety, but his death came unexpectedly. 

The dead nobleman was conveyed from 
Ireland. to England on Saturday night, 
and the funeral will take place at Bowood, 
Calne, Wiltsnire,.on Wednesday next. 

Lord Lansdowne, whose death removes 
one of the most illustrious of modern 
British statesmen, is succeeded in the 
marquisate by his eldest son, Colonel 
Henry William Edmund Petty-Fitz- 
maurice, Earl of Kerry, D.S.O. Lord 
Kerry, who was born in 1872, entered the 
Grenadier Guards, and later transferred 
to the Irish Guards: He served in the 
South African War and in the European 
War. In the former campaign he was 
aude-de-camp ‘to Lord Roberts, was 
mentioned in despatches, and received the 
Distinguished Service Order. The M.V.O. 
was conferred upon him in 1905. He was 
Lieuterniant-Colonel from 1914 to 1916, and 
commanded the 3rd (Reserve) Battalion 
of the Irish Guards. 

The Earl of Kerry married, in 1904, 
Elsie, danghter of the late Sir Edward 
Hope Stanley. He was one of the first 
members of the Free State Senate, having 
accepted nomination at the invitation of 
President Cosgrave.
